Th e Grand 
Old 
Man of 
England, whose full life ended so glori­ 
ously and so recently—Gladstone— nas I 
said this of Washington: 
“ I look upon 
Washington among 
great and 
good j 
men, as one peculiarly good and great. 
He has been to me for more than forty 
years a light upon the path of life.” It 
means that great men are grea ter than 
nationa: 
bounds—tha t 
he who lives 
right,he who lives un»eifishjy,he whose 
words speak out grand aspiration* be­ 
longs not to a nation hut to humanity. 
In which respect Washington ha- 
no 
advantage over theh ;mblest of us who 
have open hearts for noble impulse-.

Tie- strokes are not g iven at random 
or in haste, but with the utmost delib­ 
eration, each youth delivering his blow 
in turn and keeping tim e to the music.
